T his was done by means of oilicial war 1 
records: of t helrcgimcnt al brigade and 
division com m anders much valuable 
information was obtained and we were 
able in most cases to locate the camps, 
the advanced lines and the closest ap­ 
proaches to the Confederate lines on 
days of assault, namely, May huha n d 
22nd. 


We wei.' assisted materially from 
t he inet that ! Iowa, Ohio, Missouri, 
Wisconsin and Minnesota commission­ 
ers had been on the ground and loeat 
ed their several commands, and by 
frequently consulting the official 
re­ 
ports we were eruibled to locate the 
several positions of the organizations. 
Thispvas very tedious and hard labor 
T he hills have grown higher and the 
valleys have grown deeper or else the 
commissioners have grown older. 
It 
was t he custom of our sub-committees 
to leave the city at 
eight o'clock in 
the morning, taking a lunch w ith us 
and driving out on the main roads, 
leaving our teams and finding our way 
through the hills, valleys, ravines and 
by-ways. 
The 13th army corps sub­ 
com m ittee. of which 1 was a member, 
was singularly 
fortunate in having 
Col. W. B. L. Jenny of Chicago on our 
com mittee, who was General Sher­ 
man's engineer ottlcor during the en­ 
tire siege. and he had preserved his 
field notes and had them w ith him. 
and we were able to get much very de­ 
sirable informal ion, especially in the 
locating of the several batteries whu li 
werelfplaced under his orders from 
tim e to time durin g the entire siege. 
We would return to the city in 
the 
veiling and aft er s' pner w ould meet 
in co m m ittee room at v p. in., and the 
cha irm a n of each com m ittee would 
make a import to t he entire commis­ 
sion of its day's labor, and m this way 
our tim e was employed from eight in 
the morning until twelve at night.
